Rapid Depletion of Spec-

NEW 
YORK, Nov. 8—(INS)— 


Acute unsettlement In the principal 
security and commodity markets of 
the country was the overshadowing 
development in the field of business 
and finance during; the past week. 


The severe relapse in prices on 


the New York stock exchange at- 
tracted widespread attention, since 
the setback was most pronounced in 
the highest grade investment issues. 
Stocks of the caliber of American 
Telephone, United States Steel, Con- 
solidated Gas, and General Electric 
were heavily sold, while investment 
rail issues, such as Wew York Cen- 
tral, Atchison and Pennsylvania, 
were forced to their "owest level in 
years. 


Certain observers point out that 


the final stage in a liquidating 
market is denoted by sharp declines 
in the pivotal trading leaders, as 
has just been witnessed, and it may 
be that before many weeks have 
passed the current level of prices 
will have marked the culminating of 
the fourteen-month bear movement.. 
At any rate, the fact that the aver- 
age prices of ninety leading stocks, 
as compiled by the Standard Statis- 
tics Index, reveals a drop of some 46 
points in the last seven weeks, 
should at least entitle the market 
to more than a two-day recovery, 
and may very readily work into the 
early stages of a vigorous upswing. 


Borrowing Decline. 


The rapid depletion of the specu- 


lative following in the market is 
further emphasized by the latest re- 
port on borrowings by the federal 
reserve board. 
An additional de- 


cline of $58,000.000 in the week end- 
ing November 5 was the sixth con- 
secutive period that these loans had 
declined, and at their present level 
of $2,454.000,000, they are lower than 
at any time since May 26, 1926. 
Another 
disheartening 
f a c t o r 


toward betterment in sentiment was 
the softness of leading commodities 
such as wheat, cotton and rye. On 
the Wednesday after election, the 
price of wheat in the Chicago mar- 
ket sank to the lowest quotation 
since 1906, carrying corn, rye, and 
oats to new lows for the year, and 
depressing cotton close to previous 
low levels. 


The steel industry has continued 


to reflect the slowing up of demand 
from the motor and railroad centers, 
and for the past week production 
ruled at about 48 per cent of capac- 
ity as compared with 50 per cent in 
the preceding week. The month of 
October revealed the sixth consecu- 
tive monthly decrease in pig iron 
production, which at 69,331 tons was 
the smallest since September, 1924. 
Coupled with this was the decline 
in the price of steel scrap, which 
reached the lowest point since April, 
1921. 


Anto Sales Fall Off. 


The falling off in motor car sales 


during October was greater than 
had been anticipated by trade inter- 
ests. 
Production as estimated by 


the national automobile chamber of 
comrr.erce was 156,743 cars, less 
than most of the monthly totals of 
General Motors alone in 1920. and 
the smallest for the industry since 
December of last year. 


Freight car loadings reported a 


somewhat larger total tha nexpect- 
ed. 
although substantially below 


those of previous "ears. 
For the 


•week ended October 25. loadings 
,totaled 959.335 cars, an increase of 
28.250 cars over the preceding week.

The United States today became 
the first world power to extend dip- 
lomatic recognition to the 
Brazilian government 
Getulio Vargas. 


Announcement that recognition 


had been granted was made by the 
state department a few hours after 
Secretary of State Stimson discussed 
the matter with President Hoover. 
Stimson had with him at this con- 
ference a requested report 
from 


American Ambassador Edwin V. 
Morgan at Rio de Janeiro, recom- 
mending that the Vargas regime, 
which came into power only five 
days ago, be recognized. 


Although a number of smaller na- 


tions, 
including Chile, Uruguay, 


Portugal and Austria, have recog- 
nized the Vargas regime, the United 
States is the first world power to 
do so.

stantly.

turn of Pugsley's sight has been a 
gradual, but painless process. From 
his bed in St. Elizabeth's hospital, 
the student slowly became able to 
discern -those about him.

THE GOLDEN TABLE OF BOBADILLA 


'iSliiililllyiiiy^,^^- * 


Speaking of Spanish antiques, 


there is a fine old Spanish table 
down in the Caribbean that would 
not be so bad for somebody's library 
or living rcom. It is authentic, and 
has not had hard usage. In fact, it 
was placed where it now is within 
a few weeks after its manufacture, 
and hasn't been on exhibition since. 
It was made m 1500, 1501 and 1502, 
the 
work having gone 
forward 


rather slowly. 


The table is of solid gold. Its ex- 
act size is not m the records, but 
legends coming down to us from the 
time of the table's building repre- 
sent it as a full-sized table, fit for 
a queen's throne room, handsomely 
carved and beautifully designed. We 
can no more than guess at its value. 
But certainly this extravagant piece 
of furniture, if it comes up to the 
s p e c i f i c a t i o n s 
of the early 


chroniclers, must be worth millions 
of dollars. 


It 
lies somewhere among the 


coral shoals of the Bahama Banks, 
and net an. \ery deep water. Quite 
probably it is thoroughly coated 
over by a protective jacket of coral 
now, since it has been lying there 
since the spring of 1502, "untouched 
by human hands. 


This is the table of Bobadilla. one 


of the most valuable and" romantic 
of the prizes that will surely be 
brought to light when modern sci- 
ence and exploring talent compel 
the ocean to give up its loot of 
olden days. 


Bobadilla, as you may remember 


from your early American history, 
was the fellow who put Columbus 
in chains. He was a bad behaver. 
and we who ha\e followed the ca- 
reer of the great discoverer cannot 
weep many tears over the sad acci- 
dent of the loss of the golden table 
by Bobadilla, the tyrant. 


Bobadilla was a politician in 


Spain. He was ambitious, and he 
wasn't difficult to gaze upon. He 
wore scarlet very well indeed, and 
standing before kings and queens 
was cne of his most successful acts- 
He stood much in the presence of 
King Ferdinand and Queen Isabella, 
and his equanimitv was somewhat 
upset by a certain Cristobal Colon. 
• For that is the Spanish form of the 
discoverer's name>. 


This navipatcr of -the humble 


mien stood between BobaoiHa and 
the sun. Bobadilla disliked Colum- 
bus for the latter's importumtv in 
the matter of seeking support" for 
the expedition into the -Rest. Other 
explorers had sonic roval favor but 
this man v.cnt too far. Mucn too 
far. 
Ke wrnt. in fact, to a n»w 


world, and came back covered -R ih 
glory.

Over went the golden table. 


sort of military and civil govern- 
ment with the aid of his brothers, 
Bobadalla was making medicine in 
the court of Castile and Leon. 
Bobadilla had some fine, fat dos- 
siers which tended to prove that 
this man Columbus was the world's 
worst governor of a rich island in 
the Caribbean. I visited some of 
these islands, including HispanioJa 
(Now called Haiti and Santo Do- 
mingo) not long since, and I found 
not a few inhabitants who said 
they'd like to have Columbus back, 
or even Bobadilla. for that matter. 
It seems that being governor .of c ne 
of those hot. lazy, palm-bordered 
islands isn't a job that one does very 
well, no matter who one is. Colum- 
bus was merely the first of a IOD? 
line of governors and deputy gov- 
ernors in the West Indies who failed 
to win universal acclaim for his ad- 
ministration. 


Bobadilla 
succeeded in getting 


himself 
appointed 
governor 
of 


Hispaniola to succeed Columbus. He 
was told to go out there with the 
royal warrant officially appointing 
him to the job, and to ask Admiral 
Cristooal Colon to report in Spain 
to Their Majesties at his earliest 
convenience. Their Majesties want- 
ed a full report from Columbus, so 
as to get at the bottom of the stories 
that had been drifting home about 
cruelty to the nati"es and unrest 
among the political soldiers who 
bad been sent out to the New 
Wcrld. Their Majesties had never 
thought of the modern method of 
calling a grand jury- or starting six 
cr seven official "probes'' by bu- 
reaus, and commissions. Their 
Majesties wanted the facts, and the 
only wav they could think of for 
netting them was to recall Colum- 
bus and ask him al labout the whis- 
pering campaign )hat was going on 
against him. 


So Bobadilla appeared in the har- 


bor of San Domineo one sunny day 
with a little fleet, and. landing" with 
fanfares and roll of drums, de- 
manded to know the whereabouts of 
this man Columbus. He learned that 
me governor was in the interior of 
ihe island, trying to settle some dif- 
ficulties that had arisen between 
Spanish soldiers and natives. He 
rent soldiers to arrest the man who 
had annoyed him by becoming too 
jamous. Columbus was brought to 
town, a nn^oner. 


Bobadilla pompous]- informed the 


venerable discoverer that a ship was 
sailing for Spain soon, and' that the 
Admiral-of the Western Seas was to 
co aboard it. in chains, no less The 
tyrant had much difficulty in cet- 
tps anyone to put the fetters upcn. 
the Admiral, who -was then sixty-six 
year? old. and was respected" by 
near.;,- everyone -aho kre-w him. It 
was as though some uostart major- 
cencral had ordered handcuffs to 
oe clapped upon Lindbergh lor not

of his stewardship. He began pre- 
paring for that time. 


Gold would win his battle if any- 


thing could. He knew the insatiable 
hunger of the mother country for 
gold. So he determined to use every 
resource at his command during the 
time that was left to him in His- 
paniola to accumulate gold to soften 
the wrath of the Queen of Spain. 


Every department of the govern- 


ment, including the military branch, 
was utilized for the gathering of the 
gold. There was plenty of the yellow 
metal in the island itself, and In- 
dians were encouraged to come 
into Santo Domingo from other 
islands, bringing gold 
ornaments 
and nuggets, for which they re- 
ceived the trinkets they desired.

| table. He intended to offer in ex- 
i tenuation of his objectionable con- 
, duct the richest argument that had 
| ever been advanced for the exculpa- 
I tion of any crime or fault. He would 
! offer to Isabella the greatest gift 
i that anybody had ever presented to 
; a sovereign m the whole history of 
j the world. And what could she do 
i then? 


So the great golden table of 


• Bobadilla was finished. 
It repre- 


sented, as it was swung aboard the 
vessel that was to take the governor 
back to Spain, the gruelling labor 


, of thousands of natives and hun- 
, dreds of Spaniards, during many 
toilsome months. And it represented 
to Bsbadilla his hope for pardon 
for his offences.

A small fleet was Jo accompanv 


i Bobadilla to Spain. The vessels were 
resounding with preparations 
for 


, setting sail when into the harbor of 
, pr-to Domingo limsed a small gal- 
leon, carrying Christopher Colum- 


, bus. The discoverer sent off a boat 
w-.th news that his vessel was leak- 


• ing and unseawortfcv. The Admiral 
of the Western Seas asked permis- 
sion to land for a short tune on the 
islana he had discovered, to repair 
his vessel and to take shelter iron: 
a hurricane that he knew to be ao- 
proachtag.

In thp darkness of one of the 
succeeding nights or days — for it 
was impossible to tell, much of the 
time, whether the sun would ever 
shine again—Bobadilla's little flo- 
tilla found itself in shoal water, 
with breakers ahead, behind, all 
around. The Governor's 
flagship 


was overloaded, and the men were 
set to lightening her. All guns went 
overside, and most of the cargo 
When the ship was aground on a 
coral reef, the golden table itself 
was hoisted overboard as a final 
desperate gesture. The ship was 
saved, and eventually made port in 
Spain, where Bobadilla. with empty 
hands, pleaded for mercy. 


Peter Martyr says the golden 


table weighed 3,310 pounds. Gov- 
ernor Phips, of the 
colony of 


Massachusetts, laid plans for an ex- 
pedition to recover this precious 
treasure, but did not live to carry 
them out. although he did succeed 
in raising fifty tons of silver from 
a sunken galleon in the same gen- 
eral ai>ea of coral shoals..

Cologne Once Seat 


Of Glas§ Industry 


COLOGNE. Nov. 8— (I. N. S.)— 
That the most important glass 
manufacture of the Roman world 
in the second century of the Chris- 
tian era was located in Cologne, 
then known as "Colonia Agrippin- 
ensis" after Agrippina, wife of Em- 
peror Claudius, who was born here, 
has just been'established by exca- 
vations in the oldest part of the 
city. 


The finds include perfectly pre- 


served glasses twelve to eighteen 
inches tall, other articles of "glass- 
ware in varied colors, in part etched 
with portraits, and polished bowls 
bearing mythological scenes. 


The most valuable discovery is a 


glass goblet etched with five stand- 
ing figures. Other important finds 
include a heavy knife, to which still 
cling remnants" of a pressed leather 
sheath with bronze ornamentation; 
terra cotta jugs, drinking cups with 
inscriptions, 
and valuable 
orna- 


ments. 
The finds have been placed in the 
Wallraf Richarts museum. 


Music Once Banned in Boston 


As Violation of Church Laws 


BOSTON. Nov. a—(INS)—Music, 


the medium that makes all the 
world kin. was at one time banned 
because "names of notes were blas- 
! phemous." 
! 
And this was in old Boston, fam- 


ous for its label "Banned in Bos- 
ton," stamped across the face of 
many books and plays, which this 
year spent many thousands of dol- 
lars for parades and concerts in 
commemorating the 
Tercentenary 


of its birth and 
which annually 


spends many thousands more lor 
art and music. 


But still stranger though it may 


seem, the Puritans .settlers of these 
shores three hundred years ago, 
and the Pilgrim fathers of Ply- 
mouth—who objected to,all music 
in general and psalms in particular 
—were in the main the two sects 
responsible for t h e deep rooted 
foundation of music culture in New 
England. 


A life long student of music in 


all its forms. John J. Shea, director 
of music activities throughout Bos- 
ton published in "Bostonia'' these 
statements. 


Disorderly Behavior. 


In an article. "Music In 
Early 


I Boston," published in 
"Bostonia." 


the alumni magazine of Boston uni- 
versity, from which Shea was grad- 
uated forty-three 
years ago, the 


author declared that Puritans ob- 
jected to music on the grounds that 
it "caused good churchmen to be- 
have disorderly." 


Concerning the matter of singing 


among the early settlers, 'there was 


1 much difference of opinion^.

' cording to 
Director Shea.' some 


! Christians would not praise God by 


i singing at all; others believed it was 
i right to sing, but objected to

I can foundation in'Boston, Shea rc- 
l vealcd. The first American book of 


I sacred music, by the 
Rev. John 


, Tufts, was published in Boston in 


i 1714 or 1715. In 1770 the first book 
of native compositions. "The New 
England Psalm Singer." was written 
by William Billings of Boston. The 
first organ built in this countrv was 
made here by Edward Bromfield, jr., 
and the first church organ was 
made in Boston by Thomas Johnson 
for Christ Church about 1752- 


About 1790 ''music teachers set- 


tled in Boston and the price of a 
music lesson, as gleaned from old 
advertisements was from 50 to 75 
cents, the more eminent teachers 
contending themselves with the lat- 
ter price. The teachers was generally 
oblised to lend his piano to the 
pupil for practicing purposes, many 
of the advertisements offering this 
advantage, since the instrument was

tack? today on failure of world 
powers at the preparatory disarm- 
ament commission to go the limit 
in scrapping military forces. 


The preparatory commission, by 


a vote of 12 to 6, rejected the pro- 
posal of Count Von Bernstorff of 
Germany for an amendment lim- 
iting the

Maxim M. Litvinoff took advantage 
of the debate to renew his cynical 
attacks on the failure of the world 
powers to agree to complete dis- 
armament- 


Criticizes Polish Proposal. 


Litvinoff 
particularly criticized 


the Polish proposal which would 
permit each country to fix a lim- 
ited term of military service with 
an unlimited number of conscripts 
each year. The limitation of the 
term of service would be fixed 
later at a general disarmament 
conference. 


Litvinoff called the proposal "in- 


nocent and ineffectual and there- 
fore dangerous" by permitting a 
greater number of conscripts 
at 


"short military service." 
"Such an arrangement would re- 


sult in a great number of trained 
reserves," he said. 
Then turning to John Loudon, 


presiding, who rebuked him on the 
opening day for discussing dis- 
armament in general terms, he 
said: 
"No Camouflage." 


"Excuse me for mentioning the 


word disarmament because I be- 
lieve that word is ruled out of 
these discussions, despite the fact 
that they are preparatory for gen- 
eral, disarmament, but I believe 
with today's speeches on conscrip- 
tion we hardly are entitled to ex- 
pect any real reduction of arma- 
ments. The public "ought to have 
no illusions. There should be no 
camouflage as to the shortcomings 
of the commission. 


"Therefore, I consider the Polish 


conscription proposal is harmless." 


Fonr Power Accord Looms. 


GENEVA, Nov. 8—(INS)—Belief 


was growing in League of Nations 
circles tonight that a four-power 
naval accord may develoo from the 
present League of Nations prepar- 
atory disarmament conference which 
ended its first week's deliberations 
today.

Soviet Writers 


Report Faults 


> 
Of Co-Op Farms 


MOSCOW, Nov. 8—(INS)—Soviet 
authors and journalists who this 
summer were sent to "the provinces 
to instill the socialistic spirit into 
the minds of peasants in collective 
farms have in many cases submitted 
pessimistic reports. Their observa- 
tions coincided with those of for- 
eign correspondents resident in 
Russia. 


Fedor Gladkov. author of "Ce- 


ment," one of the best novels yet 
written by the revolutionary gen- 
eration, is quoted as having made 
the following remarks about" col- 
hozes (collective farms): 


"The inability to rationalize la- 


bor and the utter helplessness of 
factory workers who were sent out 
to organize collective farms are the 
two principal mistakes made in the 
colhoze movement. The most back- 
ward elements on cclhozes are the 
poor peasants and the farm hands. 
The.hardest working and best dis-- 
ciplined elements are the middle- 
class peasants. These middle-class 
peasants look upon the former poor 
peasants as leeches and spongers 
who want to live and eat but not 
work." 
Such "counter-revolutionary" ob- 


servations of fact are bitterly at- 
tacked because they run counter to 
the theoretical basis of the Com- 
munist party's reconstruction of the 
nation's agriculture. 


Since the poor peasants and farm- 
hands wflr-2 the underdogs, the party 
always believed that they would be 
the mcst susceptible to communist 
prooauanda and hence the best sup- 
porters of the collectivization poli- 
cy. The fallacy is now manifesting 
itself in what Gladkov calls 
the 


"rapid decomposition of even the 
strongest 
and 
oldest 
collective 


farms."' 
The poor peasants and farm- 


hands in colhozes, which means the 
majority.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8^(!I. N. 


S.)— President Hoover -will recom- 
mend to congress a special emer- 
gency appropriation to speed 
up 


public work to aid unemployment, 
and. a "seed loan" appropriation 
for farmers in the drouth area, the 
white house announced today. 


The announcement came within 


a short time of two other moves to 
aid the jobless, one by the war de- 
partment, another by one of the 
largest commercial houses in the 
country. 


The war department will furnish 


all available cots and blankets where 
they might be needed to prevent 
acute distress this winter, and .Sears, 
Roebuck & Co., proposes to" raise 
$1,000,000 for relief of the unem- 
ployed through voluntary contribu- 
tions of employes and officers of the 
company. 


The white house statement said: 
"The president announced the ad- 
ministration had decided to recom- 
mend to congress a special emer- 
gency appropriation to be applied to 
the further intensification of public 
works, public buildings and other 
forms of federal construction, al- 
ready authorized by congress, __ but 
for which no appropriations would 
normally be made until later pe- 
riods; and further 
to recommend 


the provision of a "seed loan" as- 
sistance to fanners in the drouth 
area. 


Expansion Possible. 


'•It will be remembered that the 
appropriations lor federal construc- 
tion were greatly increased upon 
the president's recommendation by 
the last congress as aid to employ- 
ment during the current year. The 
departments were also authorized to 
undertake necessary technical pre- 
paration 
for future construction 


work which was authorized but not 
appropriated for. As a result of ap- 
propriations available during the 
present fiscal year, the construction 
work of all kinds in the 
federal 


government will be increased to a 
total exceeding 
$500,000,000. The 


emergency appropriations that will 
be requested will be in anticipation 
of such construction work as would 
normally have taken place a year or 
two hence. The necessary technical 
preparation has been under way for 
some months and has now been ad- 
vanced so the programs can be 
further 
expanded for emergency 
purposes. 
The precise amount for 
the emergency appropriation has not 
been decided'but will be determined 
on a basis of authorized works for 
which the 
preliminary technical 


preparation has been or can be com- 
pleted. The whole purpose is to pro- 
vide further employment during the 
forthcoming year upon works of 
ultimate necessity." 
Rosenwald Offers Plan. 


The Sears Roebuck plan was out- 
lined to Col. Arthur Woods, chair- 
man of the committee, by Leasing J. 
Rosenwald. vice president of the 
company, through Jacob Billikopf, 
chairman 01 the Committee of One 
Hundred in Philadelphia:

HASTINGS, Neb., Nov. 8 — Ad- 


dressing the Nebraska state confer- 
ence of social work here this after- 
noon Dr. Samuel Gerson, executive 
director of the Jewish Welfare fed- 
eration at Omaha, outlined the his- 
tory of the conference since its or- 
ganization thirty-three years ago. 
anci the obstacles it has met and 
overcome. He also proposed a ten- 
tative program for the future, the 
primary move of which should be a 
comprehensive survey of the state. 


Dr. Gerson spoke in pait as fol- 


lows: 


"In the thirty-three years since its 


r-j>amzation. the conference 
has 


'rade a n'ace for itself in Nebraska. 
Thoie were thirteen of the seven- 
teen state institutions in existence 
in 1897. The conference was active 
m the movement to establish the 
t\o slate hospitals, orthopedic aid 
tuberculosis, and particularly the 
tuo reformatories for men and wo- 
tion of the almshouse and jail sys- 
men. It has urged the reorganiza- 
tems of the state. It has brought 
about a closer connection between 
trie board of control and the con- 
ference. It played a most important 
pait in securing social 
legislation 


such as statutes on child labor, the 
juvem'e couit. mothers' pensions 
and the children's code commission. 


"As a result of a number of trips 


made by the secretary into the vari- 
ous parts of the state, it was discov- 
ered how chaotic things were in 
this state. Communities were found 
struggling with all kinds of problems 
alone and unaided. 
"The greatest and most valuable 


Jesuit was the splendid co-opera- 
tion with the state department of 
public welfare, still maintained. The 
conference secretarv. acting in the 
capacity of liaiso nofficer between 
the university, which did the educa- 
tional work, and the state depart- 
ment which was chiefly administra- 
tive committees were organized in 
many ofthc counties as units for 
educating the community in higher 
standards of social work. 


The Future Program. 


"We in Nebraska are still chal- 


lenged 
with 
a 
dearth of social 


workers: with the nroblem of edu- 
cating the public to the needs of 
case workers. The few workers in 
the field are already burdened with 
loads far too heavy for them. 
The 


new workers coming info' the field 
arc not familiar with the social 
needs of the state, nor do they as 
yet recognize a oyalty to the con- 
ference, because it has not been im- 
planted in them. 


"We have written to forty-one 


state conferences in order to find 
out just what the Droerams of the 
other states are 
We find that the 


program depends on the purpose the 
conference is to servs in that par- 
ticular state In a good many states 
the conference is considered as part 
of the social machinery of the state. 
We find that a state conference can 
do jnanv different things. Primar- 
ily it should be a conscience and 
those other functions of promotion, 
propaganda, organization, and dem-

criticism, reconstruction and en- 
dorsement."

Test Shows Mental 


Alertness of Uni. 


Frosh Ranks High 


The average mental alertness of 


400 freshmen in the college of arts 
and sciences at the University of 
Nebraska is higher than 95 per 
cent of the general population of 
the country. Results of an intelli- 
gence test given by Dr. Arthur F. 
Jenness two weeks ago to students 
taking freshman lecture at the uni- 
versity reveal this high average 
among first year pupils. 


The student who made the lowest 
grade in the test ranked higher 
than the average of the American 
population at large. Most students, 
according to Dr. Jenness, made very 
good grades. A few scored excep- 
tionally high and show remarkable 
mental alertness. 


Although no record was made to 


determine the relative position of 
men and women students, they did 
about equally well. Dr. Jenness said. 
Those 
scores 
making the very highest 
were men but they were 
followed closely by a number of 
co-eds. 
Dr. Jenness. who joined the fac- 


ulty of the university this fall, is 
the school's first freshman adviser. 
His work is confined to students 
in the college of arts and sciences. 
He is concerned with getting first 
year students interested in their 
courses and adapted to their school 
work and to college life. He also 
holds consultations ^wicn those un- 
' certain of vocations they wish to 
follow and endeavors to help and 
guide them. 
The results of tha test which he 


gave are for his. office only and 
are to enable him to assist stu- 
dents who are finding difficulties 
in their university work. These re- 
sults, he points out, are far from 
conclusive evidence as to the stu- 
dents' possibilities. They are help- 
ful as refersnces, however, in ad- 
visory interviews with freshmen. 
Dr. Jenness says. 
The army Alpha test, employed 


extensively "during the World war, 
was used bv Dr. Jenness. 


Matters pertaining to retirement in 
Nebraska, some of the conditions 
that would have to be met and the 
type 
of retirement plan which 


would give the greatest efficiency 
to the school were discussed.

"During the third quarter of the 
year gasoline consumption was run- 
nine about 7 per cent below a leva 
calculated as normal- and with tne 
business outlook still obscure, the 
prospects for a favorable gasoline 
demand during the period under 
consideration are not promising, 
the report said.

"In the absence of a basis lor 
precision, a range of demands from 
a decrease of 4 per cent to an in- 
crease of 4 per cent has been fore- 
casted and this spread seems likely 
to include the actual developments. 
The report indicated the gasoline 


inventory on March 31 next would 
be around 40.000.000 barrels.

Paralysis 


Shows an Increase 


State Health Director Reports 136 


New Cases During 


October. 


A further spread of poliomyelitis 


(infantile paralysis) in Nebraska 
during the month of October ib 
shown by the report of State 
Health Director Bartholomew jus 
Issued, which records 136 new cases 
of that malady, compared with 72 
in September. The total for 1930 
to date is 227. 


A year ago, only 1 case developed 


in October and none in September 
while the aggregate for the year 
up to October 31 was only 5 in the 
whole state. 
The October statistics this year 


show 107 new cases of scarlet lever 
52 of diphtheria, 42 of measles, 28 
of tuberculosis, and 6 of influenza 
all materially increased over the 
preceding month. These other con^ 
tagious maladies registered a fall 
ing: off from September: 


Smallpox, from 45 to 30 cases 


typhoid fever, from 17 to 15; men- 
ingitis, from 4 to 3. 


While the October morbidity for 


poliomyelitis was the highest on 
record. Director Bartholomew states 
that the later reports show a de- 
cided recession, indicating that the 
epidemic has begun to subside.

cases is not marked by permanent 
paralysis' or other physical impair- 
ment. The maximum of rest and 
support is recommended for each

ELECTION CRISIS 


Nation to Choose New 


Parliament Sunday; 
Fascists are Feared. 


Belief Spreads That Gov- 


ernment Moving To- 
ward Dictatorship. 


VIENNA, Nov. 8— (U.P.) —The 


Austrian nation will elect a new 
parliament 
tomorrow 
under 
the 


watchful"eye of strong fascist ele- 
ments and with a widespread be-< 
lief that the government is moving 
toward dictatorial methods. 


Since the overthrow of the cabi- 
net of Johann Schober, September 
28, and the calling of new elec- 
tions, the fascist leaders, who were 
elevated to a more powerful posi- 
tion, have given increasing indi- 
cations that they do not intend to 
step aside quickly, even if defeat- 
ed in the elections. 


As against 
the 
plans of 
the 


Heimwehr 
(fascist) 
leaders, who 
are often credited with a desire for 
a "putsch" and establishment of a 
dictatorship, are two large blocs 
with considerable power and strong 
loaders. 
They 
are the socialist 
party, 


which had seventy-one seats, or 
the second largest number in the 
old parliament, and a newly formed 
Schober bloc, led by the former 
chancellor. 
The Schober bloc represents the 


moderate elements between the ex- 
tremes of nationalistic parties and 
socialists. 
Although there have been san- 


guinary clashes and great tension 
between fascist and socialist armed 
organizations In the past, most of 
the 6.000.000 Austrians hoped for 
a peaceful election. The recent na- 
tionalistic, developments in Ger- 
many, however, and the ever pres- 
ent movement for Austro-German 
connections have spurred the am- 
bitions of various political, figures, 
who are said to envy the power of 
dictators in Italy, Hungary and 
Poland. 


BEES BUSY DRINKERS.

In some southern states com- 


plaints have been made by apiarists 
that they have' lost many bees on 
account of drunkenness. The well- 
intentioned workers start out on the 
daily round of honey-gathering, are 
attracted by the pungent odors of 
mountain stills, stop to sip and stay 
on sodden. Whole hives have been 
lost in this way. 
Even in England, where liquor dis- 


tilling has not taken to the hills, 
tippling bees have found that nature 
supplies heady nectars in the fall 
of the year, particularly in such 
flowers as thistles, sunflowers and 
the helenium of garden borders. 
Thistle nectar is perhaps the strong- 
est—too much for even a bumble 
bee.A naturalist writes to The Lon- 
don Morning Post: "In my garden 
the other afternoon I discovered no 
fewer than seventeen hive bees 
hopelessly drunk. •* * * There they 
were, helplessly clinging to 
the 


sticky faces of a bunch of sunflow- 
ers, and when touched were only 
^ablfe to look sideways in a silly sort 
of way."

ground and dying, their kindly res- 
cuer helped them into a glass jar. 
Where they spent the night. "By 
morning they had slept off the ef- 
fects of overindulgence and were 
buzzing excitedly to get out and do 
some honest work."

Auto Notes 


Slopping Car Uncertain with Defec- 


tive Brakes. 


Defective brakes are responsible 


for more automobile accidents than 
any other cause. To receive a "com- 
mercially perfect" rating a four- 
wheel brake car traveling at 20 milss 
per hour should stop in a distance of 
from 14 to 16 feet, while a two- 
wheel brake car is given the same 
rating if stopable at the same speed 
within 30 to 32 feet. At 35 miles 
per hour properly working four- 
^'heel brakes should stop the car 
within 70 feet, and two-wheel brakes 
within a 110 to 115 feet. 


Safety Devices on Car Vitally Im- 


portant. 


The important safety equipment 


of an automobile includes, first, the 
brakes, and in addition the lights, 
steering gear, horn, windshield wiper 
and tires. A car that is mechanical- 
ly impaired is unfit-in the hands of 
even a skillful caraful driver, and 
extremely dangerous with a reckless 
one at the wheel. With so much de- 
pendent on stopping distance, a car 
with weak or defective brakes is a. 
dangerous device on the highway. 
The importance of other safety de- 
vices may not be so apparent to the 
motorist, but it has been found that 
glaring or insufficient illumination 
accounts for many accident. Poor 
visibility of tail lights is a likely; 
cause of a rear-end collsion. De- 
fective steering gear greatly reduces 
tlie control 
a driver should have 


over his car. 
If the horn is not 


operating properly or vision is im- 
paired because of a defective wind- 
shield wiper or the absence of the 
unit, a driver is courting almost cer-

The Slap in Cylinders.

It is best for the engine, however, to 
have the entire cylinder block re- 
bored and fitted with overside pis- 
tons and rings, rather than continue 
much longer with loose oil-throwing 
pistons.

A good set of chains on both back 


wheels will reduce hazards on snow 
or ice-covered streets. 


A large proportion of overheating ] 


of the engine is due to a slipping' 
fan belt. In time a belt will stretch 
to such an extent as to slip. Take 
care of this slip, as practically all 
cars have the fan and its pulley 
mounted in such a way that they 
can be set farther away from the 
driving pulley and 
in this way 


tighten the belt.

Quarrels Between 


States Confront 


Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 8—Cals up- 


on the Supreme Court for settle- 
ment of quarrels between states of 
the Union are increasing as the 
rapid development of 
the 
nation 


brings the interests of many states 
into conflict. 


Nearly a score of these suits, in- 


volving more than half the states, 
now arc pending ,iii the high tr*» 
bunal. 


Law suits between states occupy 


a unique position before the court, 
they begin and end there, while all 
other cases come to the high court 
on appeal from lower courts. 


Many of the cases now before the 


court, it is declared by lawyers, are 
so serious that they would cause 
war if the 48 states of the Union 
had been left free to guide their 
own destinies in all matters. 
War between states, however, is 


impossible under the provisions of 
the constitution. Framers of the 
nation's basic law apparently fore- 
saw the many disputes which might 
lead toarmed conflict if steps were 
not taken to prevent it. 
Most prominent among the pend- 
ing suits between staes is that of 
Arizona to enjoin construction of 
Boulder Canyon Dam. While Sec- 
retary of Interior Wilbur is made 
defendant, and the suit is the re- 
sult of federal 
legislation, seven 


other states are brought into it 
because of a compact among them 
to divide waters of the 
Colorado 
River. 


Although final decision ncs been 
rendered, the Great Lakes diver- 
sion cases which involved 13 states 
is still on the court records. This 
suit over withdrawal of water from 
Lake Michigan at Chicago is said 
to have aroused more bitterness 
among states than any other con- 
troversy in recent times. 
Disputes between states over wa- 


ter rights are becoming an impor- 
tant question for the court. The 
court has set for oral argument the 
suit of Connecticut against Massa- 
chusetts to 
prevent 
diversion of 
water from' streams in Massachu- 
setts, which Connecticut claims are 
a part of the Connecticut River 
watershed. 


New York, New Jersey, and Penn- 
sylvania are involved in another 
.egal quarrel over diversion of water 
'rom tributaries of the Delaware 
River, to which all three states 
claim a right. 
Other original suits in the high 


court between states include: Wyo- 
ming to prevent alleged excessive 
diversion from the Laramie River 
Colorado; boundary disputes be- 


;ween New Hampshire and Vermont, 
Liouisiana 
and 
Mississippi, New 


Mexico and Texas, New Jersey and 
Delaware.

Cleaning Rust from Radiator. 


An especially good job can be made 


when cleaning the radiator of rust 
and sediment by removing the radi- 
ator from the car. Turn it upside 
down and flush with a hose. Light 
iapping with a rubber mallet will re- 
move what remains of the loose 
scale and rust. 


When Water Pmnp Springs a Leak. 


Leakage of tne water pump is us- 


ually stopped 
by tightening 
the 


packing nut. 
Sometimes1 this will 
not remedy the difficulty, because 
the packing has become hard from 
lack of lubricant or the pump shaft 
has scored. The grease cup should 
be kept filled and screwed down oc- 
casionally to prevent this occur- 
rence. 


Clean the Carburetor. 


Before the carburetor is adjusted 


for the generally rich mixture re- 
quired in cold weather, it should be

Cleaning light Reflectors. 


Care should always be exercised 


in cleaning lieht reflectors. If only 
dust has reached them, use a soft 
sikl cloth and lightly dust them 
off. starting at the bulb socket and 
drawing the cloth straight toward 
the outer rim. Never wipe a re- 
flector in a circular motion. Soft 
flannel may be used In the same 
fashion if a slight corrosion has 
occurred. It is best, when rust or 
corrosion has taken its toll, to re- 
place the reflectors with new ones. 


Repair Leaks in Radiator. 
It is a good plan to carefully in- 
spect the radiator after adding the 
anti-freeze solution when condition- 
ing the cooling system for cold 
weather. Approved types of anti- 
freeze will indicate any cracks or 
loose spots which may already ex- 
ist in the machinery. Damp spots 
will show up soon after the anti- 
freeze is in circulation and this 
should be a friendly warning that 
repairs are needed.

HOLLYWOOD, Nov. R—Unable to 


emulate Joshua and command the 
movements of the sun, film studio 
workers nevertheless are able to get 
around the old boy, and they mani- 
pulate Sol's rays. 


In the hands of the reflectors lies 


the destiny of many a movie star, 
what's more, just as it is with the 
electricians who control the lights. 


Cold, hard light on a woman's 


face brings out all the blemishes she 
wants ta*ide. the circles under her 
eyes, the creeping line of age, marks 
of dissipation and of worry. A soft, 
diffused light, on the other hand, 
may make her beautiful. 
. . 


Little hand reflectors will drive 
the shadows from beneath 
her 


brows. "Board" reflectors, covered 
with gold or alumnium or lead leaf— 
and other kinds of metal— will 
bring out the tints in her make-up, 
transforming an' ordinary appearing 
woman, with good features, into a 
dream of beauty. 
I'm sorry to disillusion you, but 


it's done every day. 


Eleven Types. 


There are eleven distinct types of 


reflectors, and their use saves the 
studios thousands of dollars in light- 
ing bills to say nothing of their 
value in upholding reputations for 
beauty. 
' 
First, there is the "hard tin" type 


which 
concentrates the greatest 


amount of light on a given point. 


Only a few of these are used in 
lighting a scene, so strong is the 
glare they cast. 


"Soft tin" reflectors diffuse light 


over a greater area, lending a soft 
tone to the illumination. These nat- 
urally are dulled in thier luster than 
the "hards tins" and are used in 
greater numbers. 


Next are the "various "board" re- 


flectors, covered with aluminum, 
gold leaf, lead leaf or other metals 
to bring out various tints in the 
make-up. 
For close-ups, the picture people 


have devised small folding reflectors, 
while "hand" reflectors are 
held 


here and there in the background to 
dispense with shadows, or 
shift 


them about. 


"Lattice* 'Reflectors. 


Special "lattice" reflectors drive 


shadows from beneath hat 
brims, 


eaves, etc. 


For the rest, there are "butterfly 


frames" filtering light through gauze 
and silk screens; 
"swivel" 
and 


"easel" reflectors, and all sorts of 
mirrors-^each with its definite func- 
tion in lighting exteriors. 
Sometimes 
cameramen 
spend 


hours getting the lighting they want 
for a scene. 
If they didn't, you 


would notice the difference in the 
picture, and in the appearance of 
your favorite players. 


Tlie number of reflectors used 


varies with the scene and lighting 
conditions. In ••Cimmaron," just fin- 
ished by RKO. 250 reflectors were 
used, withr 30 "grips" or flunkies as- 
signed to them.

The English sparrow has been in 


this country 
about 
seventy-five 


years. In that time they have be- 
come so common that it would be 
doubted as to whether a girl or boy- 
could be found who has not seen 
one of these birds. They are in the 
cities and in the country. They are 
everywhere. Although sparrows are 
seed eating birds, the English spar- 
row eats anything. If can stand ah 
kinds of weather. It will teke a bath 
in water but when no water is to be 
had it takes a dust bath and is just 
as satisfied. 
It has very little of 


what is called fear in its makeup, 
and annoys other birds much larger 
than itself. 
. 
Almost every one is willing to say 


that the English sparrow or house 
sparrow, as it is called in Europe, 
has become a nuisance in this coun- 
try As girls and boys we are not 
going to set ourselves up as judges 
of such things yet. We want to be- 
come acquainted with every bad 
that lives or visits in this part of 
the country, and that will keep us 
busy for some time to come. 
It is not so easv to describe this

University Geologists Discover 


Rich Fossil Bed Near Valentine 


That cry to students hunting for 


fossils in the Nebraska 
sandhills 
carnes the same thrill as the cry of 
"Gold" to treasure hunters of earlier 
days. Fossils are hard to locate. 
Most of the rich beds in this section 
of :he country have been gleaned 
of the remains, so precious to pal- 
eontologists, that they held 
That is why Paul McGrew and 


•Phil Harper, University of Nebras- 
ka fossil diggers and students or 
geology were especially pleased when 
thev made an unusually large and 
valuable find in Cherry county five 
miles south of Valentine last sum- 
mer. 
_ 
Outcrop from Dune. 


Cropping out from the side or a 
huge sand dune they discovered a 
gleaming bed of fossils -which turned 
out to be one of the best located 
in recent years. The l»nes evi- 
dently had been washed down an 
old stream channel which turned at 
the point ^vhere they lodged. This 
pocket, the size of which has not 
vet been determined, was found to 
contain a mass of bones of at least 
twenty-five different kinds of pre- 
historic animals ranging from fish 
and birds to rodents, camels, pigs, 
eleohants. giraffes and rhinoceros. 
McGrew and Harper started out 
on their fossil hunting expedition 
earlv in June. They were fortunate 
In makins their discovery shortly 
after setting forth and so were able 
to spend a month chiseling out 
bones from the mass of fossil re 
mams they-found. 
. 
Mining gold and ««taf

bones, however, are two ^*i <fnd 
propositions. Instead of a pick ano. 
shovel, fossil miners use. a small 
dental' instrument about six incnes 
lone ^hich resembles a nut picK- 
"With it they excavate their ouriea 
^With'these smaTI pTcks McGrew 
and Harper, later joined by t*o 
other students of the university dug 
and chiseled until they had brought 
out hundreds of specimens, many of 
of which were complete enougn ior 
articulation at the museum Jere. 
The nature of the bones and their 


location about 75 feet below 
the 
general level of the country there 
Shouts indicates that they *ere de- 
posited durmc the pliocene age. ac- 
cording to McGrew. This means 
that thev had been there for three, 
four or live million years. Geologists 
cannot agree on just how many mu- 


0Rc'mains ol at least seventy small 


deer, which were about two feet 
tall, were found in the pocket, while 
bones of other animals as small as 
mice and as large as elephants were 
uncovered . McGrew, Harper, and 
their companions dug out an area 
about 20 by 25 feet, while they were 
camped there. 
They are certain 
that the pocket goes back 60 yards 
and do not know to what depths it 
may -oenetrate. 
McGrew has just articulated the 


bones of one of the 
small deers, 
which is particularly interesting be- 
cause of a vestigal third toe. The 
completeness of the skeletons and 
their state of preservation are con- 
sidered remarkable by geologists 
who have inspected the find. Mc- 
Grew and Harper will return to 
work their fossil mine next summer.

The Duke of Gloucester is stand- 


ing today where no one of the Brit- 
ish, royal 
family, 
no 
Windsor, 


Guelph, Stuart or member of the 
House of Orange, ever stood before. 
The third son of king George is 
representing his father at Addis 
Abeba at the coronation of Emper- 
or Haile Sellassie I of Abyssinia- 
call it Tthiopa if you uill, but it's 
the same place on the map. 


It is part of the duty of this young 


cavalry 
officer 
to travel to far 
places. A year ago he traveled more 
than half-way around the world to 
kneel at the feet of Emperor Hiro- 
hito and clasp to his left leg a 
royal purple garter, Britain's highest 
order of knighthood. In return the 
Duke received the Grand Order of 
the Chrysanthemum. 
The Duke of Gloucester is the 


tallest son of King George and 
Queen Mary, and he is, moreover, 
the only one who has cultivated a 
mustache with any -visible success. 
He is perhaps a better horseman 
than his brothers. Like all riders, 
good and bad, he has had his share 
of falls; but when a third son of 
the King is thrown it is not so 
much a matter for headlines as 
when the heir apparent bites 
the 


dust. 


Although being third son of a 
King has its compensations in being 
further removed from great -white 
light of publicity that beats down 
upon the throne and its next occu- 
pant, and in being able to live one's 
own life more than one's elder 
brother, it has its tribulations. En- 
gagements that the king can't or 
won't lill go to the Prince of Wales 
Ceremonies the Prince of Wales 
should attend but can't fall to the 
Duke of York And if the Duke ot 
York is otherwise engaged, there iS 
the Duke of Gloucester. Thus fax 
no statistician has computed the 
numbers of cornerstones laid by the 
royal family, the amount of earth 
broken or the soil spaded up in 
planting trees of remembrance.

of Lincoln's hospitals is 


the new wing of the Ortho- 
pedic hospital, now nearing 
completion on the west of the 
old structure. The new build- 
ing-, 58 by 128 feet in size, is 
being constructed of red brick 
with Bedford stone trim, at a 
cost of $100,000. 


When it is ready for occu- 


pancy, about December 1, as 
is now planned, the capacity 
of the hospital will really be 
doubled. While the new wing 
can care for about seventy 
more children, its construc- 
tion releases certain portions 
of the old building for other 
purposes, so that the hospital 
will have accommodations for 
two hundred patients. 


The wing under construction con- 
sists of three stories and a base- 
ment. The aim of the builders has 
been to provide a comfortable home 
for the children, with the maximum 
of cleanliness and safety, and the 
finest of equipment. This building 
has long been needed, for the hos- 
pital has an extensive waiting list, 
and its capacity will be met as soon 
as the children can be received. 


Screens Protect Children. 


All windows in the children's de- 
partments are Iron screened, so that 
they can not fall out when they 
lean against the 
screening. Doer 


screens are copper, which does not 
rust. All radiators are hung on the 
wall, preventing dust from gather- 
ing beneath them, and other equip- 
ment, as far as possible is raised ofi 
the floor for the same reason. 


The corridors are finished in the 
glazed-face tile, which gives a very 
bright appearance to the antiseptic 
hospital halls, and is. at the same 
time, easily kept clean. The corri- 
dor floors "do not end in a straight 
edge, but, arc slightly rounded, so 
that wheel chairs arc less easily 
caught- 


Either inclines, leading from cast

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poses. The' large kitchen has eup-~ 
boards that would-, be the envy of 
any housewife as well as one of the 
largest ice boxes in existence. The 
vegetable room is equipped with a 
sink for the preparation 
of vege- 
tables. The bakery and store rooms 
for canned, goods are .adjacent to 
the kitchen, where food is prepared 
for the entire hospital. 


Bright Play Room Provided. 


On the west side is a bright, sun- 


ny play loom, where the childrcr 
can have their fun, particularly on 
cold and stormy days. It has a num- 
ber of stationary toys, sand box, a 
slide, hobby horse, and merry-gc- 
round, as well as balls and other 
light toys. These are given by the 
friends of the hospital or by tht 
Lincoln Woman's club. The -windows 
are heavily screened and the lights 
protected, so that the 
youngsters 


can play ball without the slightest 
fear of breaking panes or globes. 
The hydro-therapy quarters are 


also in the basement, on the north. 
Most interesting is the hydro-ther- 
apeutic pool, about 20 by 30 feet in 
size, where treatments are given in 
the water. One patient at a time is" 
placed on a table in the. water, with 
the nurse directly beside him. and 
little boys and girls with paralyzed 
arms or legs can move them freely 
in the water, when they cannot 
otherwise. The massage table, spray 
douches, and equipment for electric 
treatment are also in this depart- 
ment. 
Three large rooms and two large 
wards have been planned for 
the 
first floor. The private rooms ar? 
built with a lavatory, hot and cold 
water, and a clothes closet In each 
one. The special equipment includes 
an electric plug for a 
telephone 
radio and. a foot light, a very dim 
light near the flcor to burn during 
the ni^ht, when the patient is very 
ill and does not like the dark. It 
also has the signal light for the 
nurses. 
The office of the superintendent 


of nurses is immediately west of the 
main entrance. 
Fifteen Kiddies Per Ward. 


Each of the wards can accommo- 


date fifteen patients. Eicht of the 
beds are placed with a window be- 
tween 
each one 
and the 
seven 
others are arranged Advantageously 
in other parts of the room. In addi- 
tion to the center lighting, each bed 
has its own ligiit 
The nurses' chart desk, with the 


medicine cupboard, is built into the 
ward by the door. The frame work 
is in crcaan color, with a marble desk 
top. and with a background of ths 
gray tile edged in black. 
A modern bath room is connected 


with each ward. The two on

first floor are finished in

apricot. The tub is set out in the 
room, so t>;at it is possible to co on 
ar sides ol 3t. and the scan dish and 
towel racks are built in fixtures.

ployment, the burden of the repa- 
ration cayuieiits, arc political in- 
fluences upon economic conditions, 
have been working together to de- 
plete the German's pocketbook. The 
university student, as a result, does 
not have the money at his disposal 
that he used to have He is there- 
fore being forced to tug right in 
and get his university degrees in 
the minimum number of semesters. 


Students More Sober. 


' The change in form of govern- 


ment to that of a republic has also 
worked toward sobering up the stu- 
dent. Democracies have a sobering 
influence. Now the middle class 
and poorer young people have a 
chance m Germany. The universi- 
ties have instituted what are called 
•Fleisszeugnise," grades in diligence 
and industry. A professor will an- 
nounce m one of his classes or lec- 
tures that he will ghe an examina- 
tion especially for those working for 
'Fleisszeugnisse ' Those student get- 
ting the proper standings in these 
examinations get a reduction in tui- 
tion and general expenses 
Thus 


many a poorer student 
gets a 


chance to show his metal, and com- 
petition is pushing the beer-drink- 
ing, carousing student to one side.

"The rationalizing, systematizing, 


! Americanizing of German manu- 


facturing plate are tightening thc 
requirements in every line and in 
eiery profession and position. 


"The financial and economic de- 


pression has raised the pnce of beer 
and lowered the monthly allowance 
from home.

THE WAR ON MELLON. 


If Senator Smith Brookhart of Iowa Is in a posi- 


t.on 
to speak for the insurgent progressive bloc in 


congress, the 5-year-old fight against Secretary An- 
drew Mellon of the treasury department will be re- 


vived. 


Whv ne insurgents, aided and abetted by leading 


democrats, should nourish such a deep-seated hatred 
towards Mr Mellon has been a mystery to the Ameri- 
can people.- He enjoys a reputation as a far-sighted, 
able financier. 
Certainly his great personal success, 


which has enabled him to build up a huge fortune as 
one of the nation's richest men, would substantiate 
the lavish claims made by his fnends. He is an un- 
usually mild-mannered, soft-spoken man. 
Yet few 


men occupying posts in the president's cabinet have 
been subjected to more protracted, bitter assaults 
than Secretary Mellon. He has been the storm cen- 
ter of criticism as sharp as that directed against 
others forced into retirement by popular darner. 


Perhaps the reason Secretary Mellon is so cordially 


disliked by his enemies is that he is never disturbed 
by what people say of him or may think of him. He 
goes along serenely on his way* He does not bother 
to reply to criticisms. If he is Sensitive he knows how 
to mask it so completely that no one has the satisfac- 
tion of knowing .a barb earned home. It has been 
this calm, philosophical attitude which has given Mr. 
Mellon the confidence of the people to a greater de- 
gree than he could have hoped to attain had he 
rushed m with denials of the charges preferred by 
his political enemies. He could'preserve an unruffled 
demeanor because it was immaterial to him whether 
he remained in office. 


AN UNCHANGING LAW. 


The Nebraska supreme court, in reversing a Lan- 


caster county case, has held that the only person or 
body empowered to force a child to support his or 
her parents is the county board, in cases where such 
parents would otherwise become charges upon the 
public. The trial court, it was stated, had given the 
jury to understand that it^was at liberty to infer an 
obligation upon the part of the child to contribute 
support after reachinc the age of twenty-one, provid- 
ing the parents should be unable to support them- 
selves. The supreme court holds this theory to be 
contrary to both common and statutory law. 


The case brings up the entire question of obligation 


of child toward parent and parent toward child, opjn- 
ion upon which has undergone no little revision in re- 
cent years. There cannot, however, be any doubt as 
to the obligation of the parents, thpy having placed 
themselves under bond which can in no wise be 
abated nor diminished. They are the ones respon- 
sible for the existence of the child, and that respon- 
sibility is a continuing one which cannot be avoided 
nor shifted. 


There is no such rule governing the conduct of the 


child toward the parent, however. He is in this world 
through no volition of his own, and in becoming a 
living entity he assumed no obligation whatever. Com- 
mon law regarded children as the chattels of their 
parents, and this rule has to a certain extent been 
written into statutory law; not, however, to the de- 
gree that formerly prevailed. 


The obligation of the child toward the parent, if 


such ever exists, arises after the former reaches the 
age of understanding, and is born of love, engendered 
through the tenderness and solicitude of the father 
and mother in respect to such child. This obligation 
will always be respected and complied wjth, provided 
the parent has merited it, for no tie in the world is as 
strong as that of love. It is to the credit of mankind 
that few cases come to light where children wilfully 
abandon their parents to deprivation and want when 
in position to alleviate such condition. 


This is not.because the law requires the children 


to furnish sustenance, but because the parents, by 
their conduct have inspired in their offspring feel- 
ings of respect, veneration and love. These are strong- 
er than common or statutory law, and have existed 
since the beginning of the human race. 


Law is defined as a rule of conduct, and man-made 


rules vary with time and place. Love never dies; it 
never changes. 


"BILLY" ADAMS. 


One of the most remarkable men in public life in 


America today is Governor "Billy" Adams of Colorado. 
He has just been elected to serve a third term by an 
overwhelming majority. 


In more than forty years of political activity, Gov- 


ernor Adams has never met defeat. In the 
early 


years of his career he was elected to important coun- 
ty offices, and then he was sent to the legislature for 
several terms until he became an outstanding figure 
in the Etate senate. Four years ago the democrats 
of Colorado nominated him for governor. The cam-

its charges in this fashion: 


1. In his tax recommendations and in the admin- 


istration of the affairs of his department he has fav- 
ored the rich over the poor, particular dissatisfaction 
being expressed m connection with income tax re- 
funds. 


2. He has not enforced-prohibition rigidly. 
On each question there is a wide diversity of opin- 


ion. 
Some of the views presented by Mr. Mellon 


which seemed to favor business and industry actually 
held out promise of bringing more money into the 
treasury than could be secured through the retention 
of the higher rates. By stimulating business, by in- 
creasing the desire for profits, by tapping hidden 
sources of wealth which otherwise would have been 
invested in tax-free securities, Mr. Mellon claimed 
the country gained more. Likewise on the score of 
prohibition enforcement, there was nothing definite 
upon which a complaint could be based. Law viola- 
tions were widespread, to be sure, but the difficulties 
of enforcement -were fully recognized. 


It would be more accurate to say that Secretary 


Mellon hasn't the friendship and good will of the in- 
surgents because he is the symbol of Big Business. He 
is the controlling head of gigantic industries. 
He 


has banks and coal mines and factories. He is the 
tvpe, who twenty-five years ago would have thrown 
the country into a fit were it suggested he should 
hold public office. 
There was a distrust and fear 


of wealth, then, "which does not exist today. In fact 
there is no longer the apprehension of Big Business 
which formerly existed. But 
Brookhart 
and 
his 


colleagues haven't changed a bit. They are just 
ns concerned over Big Business as they were in the 
hcydw of the trust-busting campaign. They are out 
to get Secretary Mellon as the spokesman of Big 
Business. 
• • • 


The secretary of the treasury was seventy-five years 


of age last March. He has held his post for nine 
years, and has served under three presidents—Hard- 
ing. Coolidge and Hoover. That is in itself something 
of a record 
He is the only survivor of the Harding 


regime now left in the president's family. 


In that' period Mr Mellon has paid off more than 


ten billions of the national debt—a sum equivalent to 
ten times the amount of indebtedness arising out of' 
the Civil war 
Each year for the last nine years he 


pressive \f:tory. Two years later he was again 
nominated and in spite of the fact Herbert Hoover 
carried Colorado by over 100,000 votes, "Billy" Adams 
weathered the storm and finished with a majority of 
25 000. It meant that more than 100,000 people who 
voted for a republican president scratched their bal- 
lots to express a preference lor a democratic governor. 


The secret of Governor Adams' popularity is his 
| rugged honesty and commonsense. He is in no sense 
of the word a professional politician. A pioneer of the 
state, simple in habits and speech, he has been able to 
indelibly impress the people of Colorado with 
his 


high sense of integrity. 
and confidence in him. 


They have unbounded faith 
He has been charged with 


every political offense listed in the dictionary but the 
efforts of his enemies to blacken him have been fu- 
tile. At the end of two terms he is .more popular to- 
day than when he first became a figure in state poli- 
tics. In a state where political tides shift so easly 
and rapidly as in 
Colorado, 
Adams' record 
is a 


unique- one. 


BELATED RECOGNITION. 


Nearly twelve years after the close of the World 


war. Captain Edward V. Rickenbacker was presented 
with America's highest military distinction—the con- 
gressional medal of honor. 


The particular act of valor which won him the 


award was an attack upon seven German planes 
while on patrol duty. Single-handed Rickenbacker 
shattered the German air squadron and sent two 
planes crashing to earth. But that was not the only 
act of heroism credited to Rir.kenbacker. He was the 
leading American ace in the warfare of the air. He 
is given credit for bringing down twenty-six enemy 
machines.

USED IN STUDIOS 


NEW YORK, Nov. 8—Silence al- 


ways has been a watchword in radio 
studios. In the early studios signs 
were posted over the doors, an- 
nouncers tip-toed over heavily car- 
peted floors and all communication 
was by whispers, waving of hands 
or by writing on a blackboard. ' 


Four broadcasting studios used by 


WEAF and WJZ, New York key sta- 
tions of the National Broadcasting 
company, have now been equipped 
with a silent communication system 
which employs a new type of tel- 
autograph. Studios in Washington, 
San Francisco and Chicago also will 
be equipped wtih this system, 


"Silent communication fills a long 


felt need in broadcasting," says O. B. 
Hanson, manager of engineering for 
the National Broadcasting company. 
"Directors of musical and dramatic 
programs have long sought a method 
of communication with men in the 
studio control booth, and those men, 
the studio engineers, have needed to 
communicate with directors. And 
the communication had to be silent. 


"A colorful system of signals, most- 


ly gestures of hands and arms was 
used in the past by studio engineers 
and directors to convey a multitude 
of messages. These signals will now 
be among the memories of pioneer- 
ing days in broadcasting."

Interference from Trolley Line. 
There is almost nothing that can 


be done to prevent loud crackling 
noise in a power set when electric 
cars are in the vicinity. Interfer- 
ence from trolley cars is a very 
common difficulty where the re- 
ceiver is near the trolley system. It 
is due to no fault of the receiver 
but rather to radio frequency im- 
pulses radiated from the overhead 
trolley wires. These impulses are 
created by sparking or other causes 
of irregular flow of current. 


Life of Radio Tube. 


While the average life of a tube 


is given as one year, it is almost im- 
possible to figure that this is cor- 
rect unless it can be fairly well esti- 
mated under exactly what condi- 


manv things which enter to affect 
the life of a tube. Improper opera- 
tion in several respects may shorten 
the life of a tube. Tubes themselves 
differ and while some manufactur- 
ers may specify an average life for 
a tube, that" is no guarantee that it 
will last that long or that it will not 
last longer. Perhaps as good a rea- 
son as any why makers will not 
specify tube life is that m its un- 
certainty, any life they may specify 
might be unfairly although not un- 
reasonably exceeded by some com- 
petitor.

Position of Cabinet Set Regulates 


Tone Quality. 


Frequency discrimination is often 


introduced by tlie immediate sur- 
roundings of the receiver. Thus the 
surroundings of the receiver cabinet 
should be made a subject for study- 
when the frequency response of the 
receiver is' not what the quality 
should be. The backs of all console 
radios are either left open or if 
closed merely covered with some 
material designed to keep out dust 
but not to inclose the space within 
the cabinet. The reason for this is 
that with this space entirely or 
nearly all closed, the cabinet will 
almost invariably have some reson- 
ant period in the audio range and 
where the speaker is mounted in the 
cabinet, there will be a pronounced 
response at the resonant period. The 
effect will be a drummy sound. This 
effect may be made use of to ad- 
vantage in some cases while in oth- 
ers it will be a decided disadvantage. 
A set which normally has a fairly 
uniform response may be spoiled by 
.putting the cabinet close up against 
a bare wall. This virtually closes

Schoolhouses soon *nay be as obso- 
lete as the blue-back speller, if con- 
gress approves the proposal of Dr. 
Willis A. Sutton. president of the 
National Education association to 
reserve 15 per cent of all broadcast- 
ing channels for use of schools. 
This first step toward a scholas- 


tically synthetic era in which the 
vouth of the nation will get its edu- 
cation in the home without ever see- 
ing the teacher, has been proposed 
bv Dr Sutton to Senator J. H. Met- 
calf of Rhode Island, and Congress- 
man Daniel A. Reed of New York, 
chairmen of the committees on edu- 
cation in thc two houses.

getting young turkeys from the egg 
to t-ie market stage. Mr. and Mrs. 
A W Mofitt. who operate a turkey 
ranch near College View and find 
it a profitable business venture, say 
the "trick" in raising turkeys is 
hard work. 
.... 
"Y-es," 
remarked .Mrs. Mofitt, 


"turkeys are hard to raise. But 
everything that is a success calls for 
hard work and the knowing how. 
Last year the Mofitts raised and 
sold 3.000 turkeys and this year 
they have 2,000 that will be ready 
for the Thanksgiving and Christmas 
markets. Their loss in raising young 
turkeys runs about 10 per cent. 
Must Be Segregated. 


Turkeys canaot be raised with ar.y 
other fowls. They require exclusive 
segregation. . Chickens and turkeys 
are an impossible and disastrous 
combination for turkeys. Many Ne- 
brat'-a poultry raisers have tried 
raising turkeys, some only to quit 
the business in sheer .disgust, others 
to find by costly experience that 
good care, proper feed, wide range 
and careful sanitation will produce 
profitable results. 
Turkey raising in Nebraska is a 


slowly developing industry. 
Inter- 


est fluctuates with the price. A 
shortage in 1928 created a Novam- 
ber price of 28 cents a pound. Next 
year the production increased and 
the Novereber price dropped to 22 
cents. Reports of the state and fed- 
eral division of agricultural statis- 
tics for 1930 show a decrease of 
about 10 per cent in turkeys raised 
over the figures for 1929. During a 
16-year period the December price 
has been as low as 13 cents and as 
high as 2J cents, with an average 
price for the period of 22% cents. 


Nebraska normally ships twenty- 


five to thirty cars of turkeys. The 
Thanksgivine and Christmas boards 
of the state take many others.
